SUBJECT: Regulations Governing the Operation and Maintenance of the Sex Offender

proposed amendments to the regulations set forth in 19 VAC 30-170-15 and 50 relating to the 
submission of information by registrants and fees imposed on requests for information.  Upon 
review of the aforesaid amendments, I find them to be constitutional, consistent with the 
statutory authority conferred by § 9.1-915 of the Code if Virginia, and in conformity with 
existing statutory provisions.
